So far there is uo equivocation, no doubt, 
no sophistry. ‘he proposition is plain 
and seizes the mind at once, without the 
necessity of comment. But the Senator 
knew that thousands of Democrats had 
assented and were openly committed tothe 
the negative of bis proposition, Hence, 
to enable them to ercep—to go Douglas, 
and not,Dred Scott—he throws around his 
other otherwise simple" 'statoment an 
amount of justice-court-petty-legal soph- 
istry and town meeting rant, sufficient to 
muddle and confuse honest, straight- 
forward and manly integrity, mingled 
with unsuspecting credulity—that cre- 
dulity that constitutes Douglas Democracy 
inyulnerable. 

Now for the petty sophistry. The Sena- 
tor says, ‘It matters not what way the 
Supreme Court may hereafter decide as to 
the abstract question, whether slavery may 
ov may not go into a territory under the 
constitution,” ete. 

The Supreme Court in the Dred Scott 
case has decided “that slavery may go 
into a torritory under the Constitution.” 
Thus : 

“The Constitution recognizes slaves as 
property, and pledges the Federal Govern- 
ment to protect it,” and thus “Every c 
zen has a right to take with bim into the 
territory any article of property which the 
Constitution of the United-States recog- 
nizes as property.” These constitutional 
principles were applied by the Court to 
Dred Scott, a slave taken by his master 
into U.S. territory, aud the opinion of the 
Court summed up thus— 

“Neither Dred Scott himself nor any of 
his family, were made free by being enr- 
ried into this territory; even if, they hud 
been carried there by the owner with the 
intention of becoming a permanent resi- 
dent.” = 

‘This decision has been vecognized by the 
President of the United States, approved 
by the entire democratic party, acquiesced 
in by the law abiding people of nll the 
States, and faithfully and honestly carried 
out by the Iaw and order, or democratic 
party in Kansas Territory. Why has all 
this been done? The Senator knows that 
the moral weight of the decision rested on 
the reasoning of the Court, his own rea- 
soning, and that of the States’ right, Demo- 
cratic party. Thus “The Territories were 
common to all the States, and discrimina- 
tion against those’ States holding slave 
property, destroyed the equality of the 
States, and that one of the chief merits of 
the Constitution was in preserving the

dead. Boforo firing the fever hospital the 
mob removed the patients on their mat- 
trasses, to a distance, laying them on the 
ground. 

No intelligence of this outrage reached 
the city till 8 o’olock, this morning, when 
a body of harbor policemen were dispateli- 
ed to the scene, but they arrived too late 
to be of service, The inmates of Quaran- 
tine, together with the physicians and all, 
fled, fearing the mob intended to take their 
lives.

DOUGLAS AND THE ILLINOIS CEN- 
PRAL RAILROAD. 


Something for the Tax-Payers to 
Think About. 


The terms upon which the Illinois 
Central Railroad Company was chartered 
are well known to our readers in this 
State. A vory liberal land grant was made 
to the Company, in return for which (he 
Company was to pay to the State seven 
per cent. per annum, of the gross earnings 
of tho road. This affords to the States 
gross reyenue not far short of the $100,000 
per year; and Mr. Wilson, the Company's 
Land Commissioner, ina pamphlet recently 
published by him, says: “It is estimated 
that this will become a source of revenuc 
to the State of $250,000 annually,” 

“This, then, will be a yery linportant 
jtem of revenue to the State, and must in 
an important degree affect the taxes of 
every voler in Illinois. Should the Com- 
pany be released from this seven per cent. 
tax, the people would be grently the suffer- 
ers in consequence. 

It isa well known fact that Mr. Douglas 
claims to be the father of tho Tlinois 
@entral Railrond; that he is a pot of the 
Company; that, therefore, he received an 
immense sum for the right of way through 
a small patch of land in South’ Chicago, 
and that the Company is willing to bleed 
pretty freely to ensure his influence in 
their behalf. 

lt is. shrewdly suspected in commercial 
cireles, and generally believed by those 
who are most likely to be posted in such 
matters in advance, that nn attempt will 
be made upon the next Legislature to have 
the Company released from tho seyen per 
cent. tax, and tho frionds of Mr. Douglas 
in the Legislature are expected to vote for 
suoh release. 

When this tax was first proposed, the 
company stoutly resisted the proposition, 
and insisted on so modifying the coutract 
between them and theState, as Lo have the 
tax seven per cent, on tho net earnings of 
the road; but certain Democrats, of whom 
Mr. Douglas was of one, insisted that this 
tax should be seven por cent. on the gross 
receipts of tho road, and this proposition 
was successful. 

Of course the company, especially as 
the times are hard, would like to get’ rid 
of this tax, but, after receiving such a 
magnificent grant of land, and after hay- 
ing realized so much from tho sale of only 
a portion of it, they should not be allowed 
to back down from their part of tho con- 
tract. It is to be hoped that the tax- 
payers of the State will have an eye to 
this matter when they come to yote for 
members ef the Legislature in November. 
Mr. Douglas is playing deep game, in a 
double sense. Circumstances render it 
necessary that he should; and a vast 
monopoly, like the Illinois Central Rail- 
road Company, can do much to aid him, 
politically, and, if successful in getting 
rid of the seven per cent, tax, they can 
afford to do much ina pecuniary way for 
those who help them in this matter. We 
adyise the farmers of the State and tax- 
payers, generally, to be on their guard. 
While blinded by the “popular sovereign- 
ty” dust and the Kansas smoke which Mr. 
Douglas’ is raising throughout the State, 
they may not sce the vast pecuniary plot 
in tho baok ground. While he is talking 
to them eloqdently of the right of the 
people to rule, aud of the “the great 
principle that underlies our free institu- 
tions,” the plan is being perfected to make 
tho people pay the taxes due from giant 
corporation— composed principally of 
British stockholders—to the State. While 
the people are asked to yote to sustain 
Donglar in his fight against the Democratic 
party and the administration, they aro ex- 
pected to vote, unwittingly, for particular 
friends of the railroad company, of mon 
who are thomselves, in some instances, a 
part of that company. 

‘Tho men to bo elected to the Legislature 
to vote for Mr. Douglas as Senator, are 
expected to vote to relenso the Railroad 
Company from the seven per cont. tax. 
Such is the quict whisper among those 
wise heads on ’Change who have an intor- 
est in this matter, and who are familiar 
with the subterrancan plot between the 
Senator and his particular and powerful 
railroad friends. Mr. Douglas was shrewd, 
when, in tho boginning, he ingratinted 
himself in the favor of a monopoly, which, 
he foresaw, would eventually bean over. 
whelming power in tho State—the very 
spine of Minois. What the Camden and 
Amboy Railroad, in New Jersey, has beon 
for Commodore Stockton, the Tlinois Con- 
tral Railroad may become for Douglas ; 
and the time may como when, through 
this moneyed monopoly agency, Douglas 
may beable to carry the great State of 
Mlinois “in his breeches pocket.” It is 
well that the people should be advised in 
time. 

It will be remembered that the Attornoy 
for the Central Road, though in private 
circles he was understood to be a firm Ad- 
ministration Democrat, came out in tho 
Chicago papers, a few days ago, with- 
drawing his namo from the call for a Dem- 
ocratic meeting, and nvowing himself 
decidedly for Douglas. The fact is, the 
company do not wish to offend Judge 
Douglas. It is understood between two 
parties in this case that they are at work 
for each other. 

It is suid, and wo believe it truo, that 
the Land Commissioner of tho Ilinois 
Central Railroad Company, who was form- 


Office at_ Washington, and who is univer 
sally acknowledged to be the best qualified 
man in the country for the office which he 
now holds, is expected to lenve his position 
soon, to make room for some Donglasn 
Mr.-Wilson was an Old Line Whig, and is 
anauti-Douglas man. He is, perlinps, the 
only man connected with the Centra! Road 
who is opposed to Dougins. Tho ofticors, 
managers, and attaches of that Rond very 
generally, if not every case, belong abso- 
Tutely to Douglas. 

‘As we lave said, Mr. Douglas is\ the 
particular pet of the Illinois Central Rail- 
road Company, they delight in paying 
homage to him, and in serving him in 
every possible manner. During the present 
canvass the company have given lim a 
special car to himself, and when hospitali- 
ties are tendered him in a town whero 
there is not quite enough style to suit the 
owner and tenant of the ‘White House at 
the west end of Ponnsylyania Avenue,” or 
when, if ever, no hogpitulities are tendered 
him, he sleeps in this car, which is fitted 
up by the:company for his especial accom- 
modation, free of charge. In this ear he 
carries his provisions, liquors, ‘&c., and, if 
wero not misinformed, the company. fur- 
nishes him with servants. In view of these 
facts, the public haye.a riglit to believe, 
what has for some time been shrewdly 
suspected, that in return for their many 
fayors, pecuniary as well as merely cour- 
teous, and with future favors in view, the 
friends of Mr. Douglas in the Legislature, 
next winter, will be expected to release 
the Central Railroad Company from the 
seven per cent. tax, as well as to vote for 
his re-election to the Senate. There is a 
double plot in the play, whioh renders it 
highly interesting to the tax-payers of the 
State. We trust thoy will undorstand it 
before the musio ceases and the curtain 
falls, for, then, it will be too late. It is 
for the voters of the State to say whether 
tuey and their children shall be cheated 
ont of (wo lundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars a year, or not.

The Centro Americano announced the 


arrival at Granada of Mr. Allen, Vander- 
bilt’s son-in-law, with $100,000 in 
ean gold—$60,000 for the National 
ury, and $50,000 to immediately commence 
with Mr. Webster's conditional contract. 
The money, it sooms, was left at Granada 
while Allen and Webster went to Managua 
to seo the President, and obtain some mo- 
dification of the contract. ‘They could not 
agree with the Govermnent, and, in con- 
sequence, the papers say, Mr. Allen retired, 
taking his $100,000 in American gold with 
him, and the whole business fails through 
for tho present 

Meanwhile, a Central American Transit 
Company was formed in Granada, with a 
eapital of $60,000, one-third of which was 
secured before the books were opened. 
The Centro Americano saya that Mr. Felix 
Belly was the originator of the iden, and 
the ‘originator of the company was pro- 
ceeding according toa plan drawn up by 
that gentleman, prior to his departure 
from Central Amevica. The shares aro 
put up at $50 cach, the half of the sub- 
scriptions to be paid upon. the completion 
of the organization. The Ceniro Americano 
says, that subscriptions were engerly taken, 
and $5,000 were subscribed to the San 
Juan del Norte the first day. The books 
of the subscription were at the office of 
the Centro Americano, whee they would 
yomain open until July $1st. Our nominal 
dates from Nicaragua are (o Aug. Ist, but 
the files are a week older, so we are unable 
to give the result of tho enterprise. ‘The 
papers urged the people to subscribe, 
and folt confident of the succesa of the 
company. 


Frightful Raitroad Accident.—Tho ongi- 
neer of a passenger train on the Cleveland 
& Eric RR. on Friday, recklessly at- 
tempted to dash his train throngh a mass. 
of earth that had beon piled upon the track 
by a land slide. Theconsequence was that 
the locomotive was thrown off the track, 
taking with it the tender, baggage car and 
two passeugor cars, piling them together 
ina heap of rnins. The occurrence took 
place a short distanco cast of Kingsville, 
in Ashtabula county, Ohio. The engineor 
and ten passengers were more or less sori- 
ously injured, and it is marvelous (unt any 
of the passengers escaped with their lives. 
The passengers were detained on the spot 
for nine hours. 


The Rock Island Bridge.—-It is under- 
stood that Judge Lowe hns granted a per- 
petual injunction against the owners of 
Rock Island Bridge, preventing them frou 
repairing it.
